SAVOY. 


Many and very recent indications in the discussions in Parliament 
lead to the belief that the difficulties, if any, of the Government 
are connected with the question of foreign policy. In every other 
department of their plans and intentions the Ministry, notwith- 
standing an irregular, though somewhat persistent, opposition, 
has been as yet, and seems likely to be, not merely successfil 
but triumphant. But the complications in which the action 
of the Emperor of the French, and the unsettled and shifting 
nature of the subject which is generically denominated 
the Italian question, necessarily involve our diplomatic 
rroceedings afford daily materials for comment, and may 
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lead to a serious organisation in a sense hostile to the 
conduct of foreign affairs by those in whose hands it is at 
present placed. It is, however, satisfactory to witness that in all 
the criticism, more or less heated, of ex-officials and those 
Ishmaelitish members of Parliament who seem to think that per- 
sonal and political independence consists in their turning their hands 
againet every maninhisturn,as wellas inthat of one ortwo honour- 
able gentlemen who appear to be honestly interested in a certain 
settlement of the vexed question of foreign policy which at this 
moment is most prominent, there is a combination of testimony 
to the manly, straightforward, and dignified course pursued by 
Lord John Russell. It is hardly to be denied that when that 
noble Lord claimed for himself the seals of office as Secretary of 
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State for Foreign Affairs some misgivings were felt as to whether 
he was not endeavouring to gratify an ambition rather than con- 
sulting the fitness of things. Recollections of his past career as 
a statesman did not supply any adequate ground for belief in his 
immediate qualification for the discharge of functions which, 
always requiring some skill in their performance, are at this 
juncture in a peculiarly delicate position. It is probable that this 
distrust was somewhat increased by a doubt whether the Foreign 
Secretary and the Premier were likely to be entirely in accord on 
this as on other points on which they would be required at least to 
exhibit unity of design and identity in action. On the whole it 
would seem that that idea has been fallacious. It is to be remarked 
that Lord Palmerston, hitherto the articulate organ on foreign 
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aflairs of every Ministry with which he has been connected, has 
entirely abnegated the duty he has been wont to perform, and has 
preserved a silence so decided and entire that it can only be 
attributed to the fact that Lord John Russell always speaks 
his mind and opinions, and accurately represents his wishes and 
intentions. Nay, more: it is, perhaps, not too much to hint 
that much of the tone if not exactly the spirit (for Lord John 
can be spirited enough when he likes) which have characterised 
the despatches and speeches of the Foreign Secretary have been 
derived from the inspirations of the arch-manipulator of Foreign 
Affairs who sits mute by his side in the House of Commons, but 
who probably is never absent from his side when the dangerous 
duty of putting pen to paper is in operation. It is not a 
little gain in the consideration of what course England is 
to take in the matters which call for decision on her part that 
there is tolerably general confidence that her honour and 
her interests are, on the whole, in safe and competent hands. It 
narrows very considerable the duty of Parliarment and of the 
public when it is felt that what they have chiefly to do is to 
strengthen the hands of an Executive in which they can confide; 
and this circumstance ought to have a material influence on those 
discussions in the Senate, and those dissertations in the public 
journals, which are singularly needed at the present juncture. 

It is mainly in the spirit which seems to have influenced 
the interposition of our Government that we would address our- 
selves to the consideration of the question of the annexation of 
Bavoy to France. With no other than the most amicable tone 
we would urge remonstrance against such a step. Just as an 
intimate kind friend disposed to the utmost to promote the good 
of another with whom he is anxious to retain and extend feelings 
of cordiality and goodwill should every thinking Englishman, as 
far as in him lies, press on those who are contemplating this deed 
the imprudence, not to say the danger, which awaits its comple- 
tion. It is not too much to say that it will at once generate mis- 
trust in every country in Europe, and England in particular, 
against the ruling powers of France—a mistrast which will shortly 
ripen into aversion and hostility ; and this exactly at a moment 
when so much and so many things are working together to 
place the alliance between this country and its nearest neigh- 
bour om such a footing as to give the strongest gaarantee for 
tranquillity and peace, with all their attendant blessings. 
Ii mecds no farsesing eye, and no spirit of prophecy, to 
enusie one to comprehend that war is even now at hand Ia 
the Prench capita) the rumour ix current, with marked circum 
stantiality, that a few weekr can hardly elapse before a collision 
will take place between Austria an@ Sardinia im the plains of 
Tealy.

The answer of 
Count Csvour to the propositions of M. Thouvenel, though 
guarded and digiumustic enough, are also intelligible enough 
It does not seem a if Piedmont was inclined to leave 
Tuscany to apy such fate as the imposition of a ruler 
who would, in fact, be the nominee of France, would produce for 
that country. The answer of the Austrian Minister is also tanta- 
mount to a rejection of any other solution of the Italian question 
than one founded immediately on the arrangements of Villa 
franca and the treaty of Zurich. The situation seems to be that 
France will appropriate Savoy and leave the Italian idea to be 
fought out, as best it may, between the parties immediately con- 
cerne’ What a lame and impotent conclusion to, and result of, 
that magnificent warlike enterprise which, most of any of 
modern times, was worthy to take rank in reference to the abstract 
enthusiasm which dictated it with the Crusades ! 

We hear a great deal of argument in favour of the annexation 
of Savoy to France which is founded on the idea of the de- 
sire of the people of that territory to become an integral 
portion of the French people ; which, it is asserted, they have an 
absolute and indefeasible right to do. It seems to us that this 
principle of the abstract right of the people of any State to choose 
its rulers and its form of government has assumed a shape which 
is, to say the least of it, not quite consistent with the existing 
polity of Europe. It is not for auy Englishman to deny that a 
hereditary Sovereign may forfeit his throne, and that revolution 
is not necessarily rebellion. But, unless it is solemnly laid down 
as a principle from which there is no appeal that provinces of an 
empire which have no complaint to make of unjust, or, to use the 
only word which expresses our meaning, of unconstitutional 
treatment, are at liberty to separate themselves from the body 
politic of that empire, and at their mere will and pleasure, or 
even under the influence of mere caprice, to attach themselves to 
another State, it is not easy to see how the annexation of Savoy 
to Framce can be asserted on the grounds of the wish of the 
Savoyards for such an annexation. It is not very possible to 
ascertain exactly what the will and desire of a people is, and 
it is necessary, in the first instance, to define of what 
the people so called consists. Of course the realy ex- 
pedient is an appeal to universal suffrage; but surely in such 
a case, and with the experience which we have of that 
machinery for ascertaining the desires of a nation, its unanswer- 
able efficacy will not be seriously urged in any quarter. If 
English statesmen are sincere in their adoption of this theory of 
the will of the people, we may gently hint that the time may 
come when it may be demanded in the case of Ireland; and we 
should be glad to know the reception which such a movement 
would obtain from those who at present seem inclined to admit 
the principle. To be sure, its practical application in the case of 
Savey has not been conceded, and it is by no means certain that it 
is on that principle that the Emperor intends to act. It is on 
grounds of broad European policy that our Government is 
making a stand against the annexation of that country to France. 
It is on the temperate but firm protest which England makes on 
this question that the avoidance of all the manifold complications 
which this event must involve, and the averting of its completion, 

probably depends. It may be that advice and remonstrance, which 
cannot be otherwise than disinterested (for beyond its influence on 
the question of peace or war England has no absolute or direct 
interest infpreventing thie annesation), may be disregwded. If 


80, it is difficult to say to what extent that slliance, with regard to 
the strengthening and the permanence of which there have of late 
arisen such high hopes and expectations, may be perilled, and 
how soon a state of things may arise which will band all the nations 
of Europe against a Power which at this moment has at its com- 
mand the capability of leading the march of civilisation and the 
material happiness of the world.

ITALY. 

The Italian difficulty it seems is far from being at an end. We 
record elsewhere the severe measures recently adopted by the 
Austrian authorities in Venetia, and the vast military preparatioas 
which, accordi eyewitnesses, are being made in that province.

The reply cf Count Cavour to the French propositions declares the 
desire of the Sardinian Government to give effect to the views of 
the Emperor, but foresees immense difficulties in carrying them out. 
So far as the “‘ autonomy” of Tuscany is in question, Sardinia never 
had any intention to interfere with the self-disposal of that State. 
As a pledge of her deference to suffrage, if the vote for annexatio® 
should be favourable it is impossible for her to repudiate it, as it 
would be dangerous to impose upon a people a solution which must 
give rise to the same difficulties as in the Romagna, where the 
vicariat proposed will be accepted. Buoncompagni is requested to 
leave Central Italy during the taking of the vote, in confirmation of 
which it may be stated that a letter from the Chevalier Buoncompagni 
has been published, stating that he has resigned the post of 
Governor-Generel, 

The Tuscan people have been summoned, by a decree of the

The decision will be 
given by universal suffrage, every male Tuscan who is twenty-one 
years ad and enjoys his civil rights being entitled to vote, The

AUSTRIA. 

An Imperial patent was published on Tuesday ordering the augmen- 
tation of the facpertal Council by extraordinary Councillors, who are to 
be assembled iodically. The Emperor himself will appoint for life 
as members of the Council the Archdukes, the clerical dignitaries, 
and some distinguished persons belonging to the civil and military 
branches. The Provincial Diets are to propose thirty-eight members, 
subject to the approval of the Emperor, who will choose every 





member from a list of three candidates presented by the Diets, 
These. members will take their seats in the Couneil for six years, 





The following are the subjects which will be submitted to the dis- 
cussion of the Council :—The budget ; the examination of the balance 
of public accounts, the demands of the commiss‘on for the public 
debt, and important projects of general laws. The Council will take 
nO initiative in the discussion of the wishes of the Provincial Diets. 
The Ministers and the heads of the public central offices are entitled 
to take part in the discussions of the Council. ‘The arrangement of 
the rules for transacting the business of the Council is reserved. 
The Councillors are to have no allowances from the Treasury. 
Another {mperial ordinance convokes the assembly of the Coua- 
cillors for the month of May next, in order to examine the budget 
for 1861, for which es, and for the active preparation of the 
establishment of the Provincial Diets, the Emperor will call competent 
men from all the provinces. 

A letter from Vienna asserts that, in reply to questions from the 
Envoys of various foreign Powers, the Austrian Cabinet declared that 
Austria will not protest against the annexation of Savoy to France, 
inasmuch as her interests will not be directly affected by it, and that 
she will be as passive as England, Prussia, and Russia were during 
the recent campaign in Lombardy. 

A recent order of the Austrian Governor of Venetia directs that 
all Venetians suspected of disaffection shall be compelled to enter 
the military service, and shall be formed into penal companies. A 
notification has been issued at Venice directed against the practice of 
persons wearing beards on their chins. To this irregularity another is 
added—viz., that of wearing the hats called @ /a Cavour, which are 
considered as the emblem of the party opposed to the Imperial and 
Royal Government. The notice enjoins all to conform exactly tothe 
Imperial order as regards the beard; and ordains that they cannot, 
moreover, on any account, be allowed to wear hats ad la Cavour. 
For breaches of this order disciplinary punishments are prescribed, 

A despatch from Presburg on the bth inst. states that the Evan- 
gelical community of Hungary have unanimously refused to submit 
to the Imperial decree of the 1st of Septem ber, and to the Ministerial 
ordinance of the 2nd of September. 


PRUSSIA. 

The presentation of a petition in favour of Italian liberty led to a 
debate in the Chambers at Berlin, on Thursday last, of some interest. 
The speakers may be divided into three classes—MM. de Prittwitz and 
de Bonin, Protestant Conservatives, who defended legitimacy and 
deplored the attacks upon the temporal power of the Pope; MM, 
Reichensperger, de Mallinkrodt, and dé Berg, Catholics, who broke 
a lance for Austria ; and MM. Dohrn, Behrend, de Bentkowski (Pole), 
and Baron Vincke, who spoke eloquently on behalf of the rights and 
liberties of the Italians. M. de Schleinitz (Minister of Foreign 
Affairs) expressed his regret that the subject had been introduced, 
as, though the Congress had not yet met, the Government were 
exerting themselves to bring it together. Ultimately the Chamber 
adopted the order of the day as proposed by the Commission, 


UNITED STATES. 

The Senate, in executive session on the 2lsat ult., ratified the 
treaty of amity and commerce with Paraguay ; the ono previously 
ratified is for indemnity. The Mexicantreaty had been reporteda d 
read, and its further consideration postponed until the 27th ult. 
The resolutions for the acquisition of Cuba and the Canadas were 
before the Senate on the 21st, as was also the French Spoliation Bill, 
and the Bill for International — Mr. Seward had introduced 
a bill for the admission of Kansas into the Union under the 
Wyandot Constitution. It was made the special order for the 29th 
of February. 

The complications between the North and South have undergone 
no change, and Mr. Lamar, in a speech in the Senate on the 21st, on 
the question of slavery, said “the South were determined that the 
institution of slavery should be maintained as an existing fact in the 
Confederacy.” 

The Boston Daily Atlas says :—‘‘ The correspondence with the 
English Government touching the north-western boundary line has 
been resumed, each y claiming a clear title to the island of San 
Juan. It will probably be settled by England taking the island and 
yielding some other points as a satisfactory equivalent.” 

A _— mass meeting of those in favour of upholding the Union,

INDIA,

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LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter’s office 
yesterday (Friday) morning :— 

Paris, Thursday, March 8.—The Patrie of this evening says :— 
“* We believe we are in a position to state that, on the question of 
Savoy, Sardinia shows such conciliatory intentions as could be 
expected from a country which owes its aggrandisement to France.” 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 3 (vid Trieste).—Sir Henry Bulwer will 
shortly proceed to England on family affairs. The Western Powers 
have made proposals to the Porte to assist in the maintenance of its 
rights in Servia and the Danubian Principalities should any com- 
plications and an armed intervention take place there. It is state 
that the Porte has requested a treaty of alliance with them for certain 
emergencies. 


TuRIN, March 8.—The Opinione affirms that, in the note of the 
2nd inst. relative to Savoy, Count Cavour expresses the attachment 
of the King to his Government and to his provinces; but, at the 
same time. true to the principle which he supports in Central Italy, he 
declares his intention to interrogate the population in a manner to 
be established by Parliament, receiving besides the questions of the 
frontiers and guarantees to be given to Savoy. 

FRANKFORT, Thursday.—In to-day’s sitting of the Federal Diet 
the proposals of the Holstein committee have been accepted. In the 
discussion which preceded the adoption of the proposals, the Danish 
Ambassador protested — any limitation of the sovereignty of 
the King, against the right of the Holstein Diet to pass definitive 
resolutions, and against the right of the Federal Diet to send 
executive troops. He further delared the readiness of the King to 
give up the projected assembly of delegates, and stated that the 
Danish Government prefers to treat direct with the Diets. The 
publication of the protocol of this sitting of the Federal Diet was 
resolved upon. 








AUSTRALIA. 

Our advices from Melbourne are to the 17th of January. Parlia- 
ment returned to business on the 10th of that month, after the 
Christmas recess.

FEARFUL COLLIERY ACCIDENT. 


An explosion, causing the death of about eighty personss, occurred 
yesterday week at Burradon Colliery, situated about a mile from Killing- 
worth station, on the North-Eastern Railway, six miles to the north-sast of 
Newcastle. In the morning about a hundred men and boys went down 
the pit on the day-shift, of them being backmen. At —— two 
o'clock, according to the statement of two brothers, named Ro and 
George Allen, the pit fired in their immediate vicinity. The first explosion 
must have been of a not very serious scharacter, as the boys were enabled 
to take to their heels and run outof danger. After they had got about 
three-quariers of a mile the pit exploded a second time ; but they managed to 
escape to the bottom of the il, and were saved. The alarm ha now been 
given, about seventeen other men and boys, who were working in two flats 
or stations at some distance from the s on whch the pit fired, ran also 
to the bottom of the shaft, and were ultimately brought to bank safe. All 
the others were killed. 

Immediately after the terrible news became known Mr. William Kirkley, 
fore overman, descended the pit, and he was quickly followed by numerous 
assistants. Some little obstruction was experienced at first by the fallen 
brattice, but this having been cleared away the 7 who d ded were 
enabled to penetrate into the pit. Then commenced the melancholy task 
of collecting the dead bodies for the dm m4 bringing them to the bank. 
Those that were near the bottom of the were soon gathered together ; 
they were then enveloped in a blanket, which was fastened in such a man- 
ner, by means of cords, that the outward form of humanity was ng sn 
and in this state they were put into the cage and conveyed to the pit’s 
mouth. Two men accompanied each body as it was brought to bank, and

BUST OF THE RIGHT HON. W. E. GLADSTONE. 


THE bust of the present Chancellor of the Exchequer, of which we 
give an Engraving, was modelled by Mr. Alex. Munro about 
five years ago, and in a happy moment, when the cares of a 
ic free-trade budget, in face of 
a -million deficit, were not upon his 
mind. Capital as a likeness, it does 
equal justice to the right honourable 
gentleman’s statesmanlike qualities, and 
to his cultivated taste in branches of 
literature and art. The simplicity of the 
treatment is consistent with the eminently 
practical and ightforward character 
of the distinguished original. It may be 
interesting to add that Mr. Gladstone, a 
liberal patron of art, gave the young 
sculptor the commission in marble for 
his first work, the group of Francesca 
and Rimini, exhibited at the Royal 
Academy in 1852, and of which an 
Engraving appeared at that time in the 
ILLUSTRATED LonDON News. 


NORMAN TOWER, BURY ST. 
EDMUNDS. 

THis magnificent and perfect specimen 
of Norman work was probably erected by 
Abbot Baldwin, and is mentioned by 
Joceline de Brakeland ; and Mr, Tymms, 
in his ‘‘ History of Bury,” describes it as 
a quadrangular building of four stories, 
with flat buttresses at each angle, and is 
crowned with an embattled parapet. The 
north-west buttress is pierced with semi- 
circular- headed loopholes, to give light to 
the circular stone staircase. The plinth 
of the tower is five feet six inches below 
the level of the road, and marks the 
height to which the roads have been raised 
since its erection—the accumulation of 
seven centuries. The tower is in height, 
from the plinth to the parapet, 86 feet, 
and in area 36 feet. The walls, six feet in 
thicknes, are of rubble and boulder, and 
faced with ashlar of Barnack stone. The 
four stories are shown by horizontal 
fascias or stringcourses of varied mould- 
ings, which go uniformly round the four 
sides—the first, chevron or zigzag mould- 
ing ; the second, plain nebule corbel tre- 

ble ; and the third, plain tile moulding. 

In the lower story is an archway, lof 

and wide, and in the centre of the sou’ 
wall is the postern entrance, bei a 
Norman transom doorway, the lintel of 
which is cut out of solid stone. The 
rincipal entrance under the archway is 
f the west, through a beautiful and 
elaborate receding arch, with an angular 
pediment projecting from the surface of 
the tower about five feet, springing from 
three pillars or a triplicate column on 
each side, and the mouldings of the 
arch are plain, with the exception of the 
outer one, which exhibits the double- 
rolled billet. The bases are bold and 
plain, the capitals cushion-shaped and 
plain, with the exception of the triple 
columns, which are sculptured—one a 
lion destroying a serpent, the other a 

human being, between two winged dragons biting their tails. 

The pediment is formed by two angular lines, exhibiting the 
Norman cable mouldings and the tympanum, decorated with diaper, 
resembling chain armour. The main entrance is flanked on each 
side by a equare turret of three stories, terminated by a pyramidal 
apex, having niches, The different stories are pierced with arches 
and windows, which would take too much of our room to describe, 

The above is extracted from Mr. Tymms’s account, as given in 
‘* Yates’s History of Bury.” The tower is now used in conjunction 
with St. James’s Church: it contains a magnificent of ten 
bells. The whole was restored (being then in a most rous 
and dilapidated state) in 1842, at a considerable expense, under the 
care of the late Mr. Cottingham, with the greatest anxiety to preserve 
it in its pristine state.

OFFICES AND SALE ROOMS IN MINCING-LANE. 


WITHIN the last quarter of a century the aspect of the city of 
London has very greatly altered; but perhaps the change in the 
habits of its population is still more remarkable. In ancient times 
as is well known, the great city merchant, or merchant prince, had 
his residence associated with his place of business. At a more 
recent period, and after the head of a firm had migrated to a western 
domicile, a clerk with his family occupied the stately old 
rooms, and the su Siiastes employed in the house were lodged in the 
vicinity. At the present time, however, owing to the facilities 
afforded by omnibus and railway, which enable all this population 
to be lodged at a cheaper rate and with more comfort in the suburbs, 
this state of things no longer exists, and those who have not passed 
through the city streets on Sunday, or after six o’clock on working 
days, can scarcely realise the sense of desolation which their appear- 
ance causes in contrast to the bustle of business hours. The im- 
mensely increased trade of the City has seconded the facilities of 
omnibus and railway in denuding the locality of its population, inas- 
much as the demand for offices and counting-house accommodation 
in the best commercial situations is so great, that a single room will 
not unfrequently realise as high a rental as an entire suburban 
house. From time to time, as the leases of houses have fallen in, 
the owners have adapted them to the uses of business, and for a 
long time such adaptations supplied the increasing demand— t 
and important firms conducting their world-wide commerce in places 
but little fitted for their requirements. We are glad, however, to 
find that this fashion is now changing; and that, if it is not.con- 
sidered that a place of business should be a structure for the dis- 
play of art, it is at all events ised that it should be perfectly 
adapted to its purpose, and that the health and comfort of those 
who so large a portion of their time within its walls should be 
studied in respect of light, space, and ventilation. 

The edifice No. 9, Mincing-lane, has heen erected by. Mr.

find in the building a choice of 
upwards of two hundred offices. 
It is entered from Mincing-lane, 
and a handsome corridor, lighted 
with a semi-domed iron roof 
from the sky, at intervals of 
about thirty feet, extends through 
its entire length to an exit into 
Tower-street, giving ready access 
to the docks, m House, and 
riverside. The general arrange- 
ment of the plan is that of four 
blocks of building, divided one 
from the other by an area about 
fifteen feet wide, which gives 
light and air to the windows of 
both sides. The area at the level 
of the ceiling of the ground floor 
is covered with glaas, which 
gives a skylight to all the offices 
on the und floor. The areas 
for light running north and 
south, a skylight has been con- 
structed by which light is ad- 
mitted from the north only—a 
matter of very great importance 
in the exhibition of sugar and 
rice and other colonial produce, 
as it sheds at all times a uniform 
amount of light upon the articles 
spread out upon the counter 
below. 

Each of the four blocks of build- 
ing above ref to has a spa- 
cious stone staircase leading to the 
upper floors. The upper story of 
all is covered with a glass roof, 
similar to that just now descrived 
to the ground floor, and is pre- 
pared for the exhibition of indigo 
and similar produce. ‘he first 
and second floors are similar 
to the ground floor, — 
that the rooms are lighted by 
windows instead of skylight ; 
but, as itisanticipated more space 
for the exhibition of samples will 
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executed in Portland stone, and 
the object sought to be attained 
has been an expression of sub- 
stantial diguity suited to the im- 
portance of the trade to which it 
is devoted rather than a meretri- 
cious use of decorative features. 
In no case has utility given way 
to architectural effect. The piers 
are the least in size to contain the 
flues they hold and give the 
requisite strength. The windows, 
without regard to their shape, are 
of the utmost size it was practi- 
cable to make them; while the 
cornice above is free from that 
amount of projection whicharigid 
adherence f precedent would have 
dictated, but the following of 
which would have caused shadow. 
The entrance doorway is of 
noble proportions, and the varving 
over it deserves special men- 
tion.

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Nosopy that we have heard of has adduced any reason why the 
Reform Bill which has been introduced by her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment should not pass. Blessed is the country, says the sage, 
which has no history, and equally happy is the measure which at 
the same time has no termagant objectors and no enthusiastic 
encomiasts; for men not only do not objurgate that which does 
no violence to their wishes and feelings, but they are not apt to 
launch into praise of that which ministers gently and almost im- 
perceptibly to thoze wishes and feelings. The Reform Bill is an 
advance in the right direction. It is not denied that it adds very 
considerably to the franchise, and that in a manner which is 
calculated to preserve its constitutional character, and, as we 
think, to include a number of persons in the list of voters who 
are as capable, and even more so, of doing justice to the privilege 
which it involves as the great majority of that vaunted middle 
class which has so long flourished as the main support of 
our institutions by force as much of its reputation as by 
its actual strength and innate value. The redistribution of 
seats is satisfactory as far as it goes. To be sure, there are sug- 
gestions towards improvement in this respect which are obvious 
enough. For instance, admitting that it is judicious to fix the limit 
within which boroughs should be allowed to return only one 
member at a population of 7000, it would not be difficult to make 
amore equitable adjustment with regard t» those constituencies 
which just exceed that limit, and which, therefore, are still en- 
titled to be represented by two members, by enlarging their area, 
something on the plan which has been adopted with regard to the 
grouping of Scotch burghs. A good deal might be done in this 
way to meet an objection against the fixing of the occupation 
franchise in counties at £10, which excludes a number of persons 
who are equally qualified for and entitled to votes as those who 
will possess a £6 qualification in boroughs. Again, there seems 
to be reason to suppose that the claims of some of our large 
towns to immediate representation have not been sufficiently 
recognised, and that some of the seats which have been appro. 
priated to counties, or parts of counties, might more fairly be made 
available for this purpose. 

Certainly, we are inclined to thirk that the two of the four 
seats which are now in abeyance by the disfranchisement of 
Sudbury and St. Albans, and which are to undergo the process of 
resurrection, which have been appropriated to Ireland might have 
been more profitatly utilised in this way. Probably few will be 
found to grudge a third member to Glasgow and a representative 
to the Universities of Scotland, to which purpose the other two 
seats thus available are to be applied; but we are inclined to think 
that, as a general rule, there are not a great many persons who 
desire to see any addition to the representation of Ireland in 
the House of Commons, unless, indeed, that provision of the 
Irish Reform Bill which enables Peers of Ireland to become 
representatives of constituencies in their own country should 
be accepted. In that case it is probable that some compensation 
would be received for the allotting of the two seats to the sieter 
country ; and we can well understand the complacency with which 
any. fecretary for Ireland would view the change in the compo- 
sition of the representation of that part of her Majesty's 
dominions which would inevitably ensue. 

However, all matters of detail are open to future consideration, 
and, looking to the spirit in which the measure has been framed 
and brought forward, it is not likely that any modifications and 
improvements which may be suggested will meet with any ob 
struction on the part of the Government. Without exactly 
applying the axiom of the vendor of cutlery who declared that 
his razors were only made to sell to the policy which has guided 
the drawing-up of the Reform Bill, we may at least venture to 
sasert that it has been constituted with a very decided view to its 





passing, and there is very litt’e doubt that it will pass. If it 
disposes of the question of Parliamentary Reform for, say, ten 
years, why, as far as the present generation is concerned, it seems 
as if that is a very sufficient merit. 


THE interruption to the Budget, and the consequent debates 
have been the leading Parliamentary incidents of the week. 
Among matters of minor interest we are glad to chronicle another 
defeat which has been sustained by Sir Thomas Wilson—(what 
eplendid annuities his pertinacity must confer on his legal advisers 
and agents!)—and Hampstead-heath is still, like Kent, invicta. 
Lord Fermoy and the other metropolitan members who opposed 
the bill deserve the best thanks of the Londoners; and if we are 
bound in charity to find a reason for the vote of the member for 
Greenwich, who supported the effort at encroachment, we must 
suppose that he thought the air of Kent more salubrious for the 
holiday-maker than that of Hampstead. We can find no other 
justification. The election of the Irish Attorney-General for 
Cork county, in the face of the most desperate opposition 
by the Ultramontanists, does honour to the union of the 
Catholics and Protestants against the Papists. The ma- 
jority was a magnificent one, and shows how little root 
the Ultramontane doctrines have in the hearts of the best 
classes in Catholic Ireland. To cover the disgrace, the 
beaten party are making a clamorous “ whip” for the subscrip- 


‘tion to help the Pope to hire soldiers who may re-enact Perugia- 


Another seat is vacant, Worcester, by the retirement of Mr. 
Laslett. The investigation into the Dover election, on the petition 
against the seats of Admiral Leeke and Mr. Nicol, is exciting 
much intereat, there being “high people” among the witnesses, 
and official secrets among the disclosures. 

Sardinia’s reply to France upon the subject of Tuscany is a very 
dignified one. The King can be guided only by the will of the 
people themselves, to whose decision the question is referred. If 
they pronounce for autonomy (needless Greek for “ self-govern. 
ment’), that decision must be final ; but Sardinia will not pkd ge 
itself not to give effect to another scheme should it be pron ounced. 

Peerage arrangements, however proper or expedient, do not 
usually excite any very large amount of public interest ; but there 
are few persons who will not derive satisfaction from hearing that 
her Majesty has been pleased to direct that one title, whose owner 
is honoured wherever his name is known, shall incur no danger 
of extinction. At what, we trust, is the remote date when Lord 
Brougham shall have done with earthly titles, his peerage will be 
transmitted to his brother, Mr. William Brougham. Whether 
regarded as a mark of favour to the illustrious statesman and 
philanthropist, or as a recognition of the feelings of the country, 
which would be ill inclined to see his title (as nobly borne as it 
was nobly earned) be numbered among the things of the past, 
this act of the Sovereign will be received with respectful grati- 
tude. Mr. Brougham is a worthy recipient of the honour of 
being nominated his great brother’s heir. We may add that Mr, 
Brougham, married to the sister of Sir Charles Taylor, has issue, 
so that there is now no human probability of the name of 
Brougham and Vaux passing from our Libro d’Vro. 

It is exactly four years since Covent-garden Theatre was 
destroyed by a fire that originated at a vulgar masquerade got up 
by a juggler. But Covent Garden soon, as Dryden says, “ shook 
the rubbish from her mounting brow,” and, like the London he 
celebrated, 

More great than ever now, and more august, 
Now glorified, she from her fires does rise, 
Her widening paths on new foundations trust, 
And, opening into larger parts, she flies. 

In this week, which includes the anniversary of the Andersonian 
conflagration, the completing feature of the new edifice has been 
inaugurated by a monster ball, at which some six thousand persons 
were present. The volunteers assembled from all parts of the 
kingdom, and in the morning the officers paid their homage to 
their Sovereign ; in the evening a large muster met at a banquet; 
and at night they gathered, with “a goodly concourse of the 
fairest dames,” in the new Floral Hall. The disaster of March, 
1856, has been nobly repaired, and its memory may now be con- 
signed to oblivion. When the tardy operations on the new street 
that is some day to connect Covent Garden with Leicester-square 
shall be finished, this part of London will reassume an importance 
which it is not often given to a district to attain twice. And, 
while mentioning that street, which crosses Rose-alley, the spot 
where the great English poet whose verses we have quoted was 
assaulted and wounded by ruffians in the employ of a more ruffianly 
courtier, let us express a hope that those with whom the nomen- 
clature of the street may rest will confer upon it the evidently 
appropriate name of Dryden-street. 

An important question has arisen at assizes. A Catholic priest 
receives a stolen watch and hands it to the police. A man is 
accused of having stolen this watch, and the priest is summoned 
to give evidence on the trial. He admits having received the 
watch, but says that as it came to him in connection with con- 
feesion he will not disclose the source whence he obtained it. The 
Judge, Mr Justice Hill, very properly replies that a court of law 
knows nothing about church rules, and that if a man has stolen pro- 
perty in his possession and refuses to account forit he must take the 
consequences. The priest, still rebellious, is ordered into custody. 
It is perfectly clear to all but the superstitious that the great 
compact made with society by a citizen—this clergynfin for 
instance—in exchange for the protection of law and the other 
advantages of a community, condemns as disloyal to that com- 
munity any engagement which prevents the citizen from obeying 
the law. A Protestant clergymen was not long since brought to 
trouble for holding by the ecclesiastical view of such things; and 
all moderate and rational men were satisfied with the result, 
An impcrium in imperio is intolerable ;—obey, or withdraw. 

We are glad to observe that the proposal to divide the bishopric 
of Fochester, and constitute a bishopric at St. Albans, ia finding 
favour with the authorities of the Church, and is under considera- 
tiop. Dr. Vavghan's refusal of the mitre of Gundulphus is to 
be regretted ; but there will be compensation if the delay should 
have enabled the Minister to apply himself to the question of 
the division, which is a question of vital importance, as will ba 
admitted when the number of benefices to be “ overlooked” by 
the Bishop of Rochester is taken into account. To make it 
possible for every member of the Episcopal Bench really to 
administer his diocese should be the aim of every true friend of 


the Church of England.

Mr. O'Brien supported the motion, and called attention to the incon- 
gruous description of examinations now in vogue, by which candidates for 
commissions were examined in sophics and iambics instead of the theory 
of projectiles. 

Sir F. Suirn recommended that things should be leftas they were, as with 
the improvements now in course of progress the regimental service would 
be the finest in the world, and the staff the most efficient. 

After a few words from Captain Jervis, 

Colonel Linpsay quoted some statistics to show that promotion was 
better for the service and for individuals than the system recommended by 
Sir De Lacy Evans. In the twenty years from 1832 to 1854 the number of 
officers who had risen to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel was 428, and of 
those who had risen by purchase the average service was twenty-two years ; 
while those who had attained the rank without purchase served twenty- 
seven years, or five years only more than those who hal purchased their 
steps. Ccntrast this with Lieutenant-Colonels in scientific corps, whose 
average of service was forty-eight years. 

Mr. Sipxey Hersert said that, if the system of purchase were abolished 
te-morrow, there would be no substantial erence in the class which 
offcered the Army. At the same time he was free to admit that the purchase 
system was in some cases open to grave objection. Having referred to the 
recommendations of the various commissions which had inquired into the 
tubject, the right hon. gentleman said that he was prepared to recommend 
a scheme by which purchase should stop at the rank of Major, and that 
Lieutenant-Colonels should be selected. He was prepared to take this 
course becaure it was in the upper classes the abuses occurred, while in the 
lower ranks there was that acceleration which tended to keep the Army in 
a state of youth and vigour. In making this announcement he was also 
bound to Jare that he would not budge an inch further than he could see 
his way, and that he would not attempt to touch those portions of the 
existing system which, in Lis opinion, ought not to be disturbed. 

Mr. Ex.ice (Coventry) predicted that the course which the Government 
were prepared to adopt would but avate the evil now complained of. It 
thoula abe be remembered that, ough it was pro} carry out one 
of the recommendations of the Royal Commission, the report was not 
unsnimous, and that the only two Generals of infantry on the commission 
had reported strongly against the proposition which it was now intended to

THE COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH FRANCE. 

Mr. Bync moved that ‘an humble address be presented to her Majesty 
to assure her Majesty that, having corsidered the treaty of commerce con- 
cluded between her Majesty and the Emperor of the French, this House 
begs leave to approach her Majesty with their sincere and grateful acknow- 
ledgments for this new proof of her Majesty's desire to promote the welfare and 
happiness of her subjects ; to assure her Majesty that we shall proceed to take 
such steps as may be necessary for giving effect to a system which, we trust, 
will promote a beneficial intercourse between Great Britain and France, tend 
to the extension of trade and manufacture, and give additional security for 
the continuance of the blessings of peace.” Ths honourable gentleman, 
in the course of his speech, defended the foreign policy of the Government 
which, be said, was based upon conciliation and non-interference, and 
argued that the treaty of commerce was calculated to draw England and 
France closer together in the bonds of friendshio and united interests. He 
challenged those who were disposed to condemn the treaty to express their 
opinions in the shape of an amendment to displace the Government who 
had negotiated it. But if, on the other hand, the compact could not be 
inpugned upon any substantial ground, he exhorted the Louse to be unani- 
mous upon the subject, and to approach the Throne with a cordial address 
approving of the treaty (Cheers). 

r. E. Barnes seconded the motion, and bore testimony to the fact that 
all the commercial interests of the country had given their sanction to the 
treaty. The exports to France last year were only £4,900,000; whereas to 
Northern Germany, with a much less population than France, our exports 
exceeded £11,000,000. He believed the effect of the treaty would 
be to remove this wide disproportion, and to give great strides to the inter- 
course between the two peoples. 

Mr. Linpsay said he had given notice of the addition of the following 
words—‘‘ While, however, we highly eee the efforts made by the 
Emperor of the French in the adoption of the beneficial principles of frade 
which this treaty establishes, we would rejoice to see those principles ex- 
tended ly a treaty of navigation, which should enable us to carry out more 
effectually the intercourse between the two nations. We therefore humbly 
pray that her Majesty will adopt such measures as may appear best calcu- 

ated, by means cof a supplementary treaty or otherwise, to carry into effect 

the abolition of all differential duties om the trade carried on in British and 
French vessels between the ports of England and France, and their 
oe lonies and dependencies, and from port to port within those 
limits.” The hon. gentleman said, as he had heartily approved of the treaty 
as far as it went, he would throw no obstacle in the way of its adoption, 
and would therefore reserve his amendment as a substantive motion for 
another evening. 

Mr. Peacock did not object to the Government making attempts to con- 
vert France to free trade, but he contended that a system of 
and chopping was not the mode to bring about that conversion.

Whilst fully appreciating the advantageous results 
to be obtained by increased commercial intercourse between Kngland and 
France, and estimating the prescnt friendly connection between the two 
countries, this House yet declines to express an opinion upon the treaty 
until such time as the final decision of the Emperor of the French in respect 
to the project for the annexation of Savoy be made known to the House. 

Mr. Bovitt seconded the amendment. 

Sir H. Carrs, having stated his objections to several articles of the treaty, 
declared notwithstanding that he would vote for the motion, because he 
believed that the total rejection ef the treaty would be attended with 
greater evil in the present state of affairs than its adoption. 

Mr. M. Grrsow expressed his satisfaction at hearing the hon. aud learned 
gentleman (Sir H. Cairns) say he intended to vote for the address, 
although he had criticised somewhat severely the terms of the treaty 
He concurred with the hon. and learned gentleman in thinking that there 
were many points in our commercial relations with~I'rance which it was

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CHURCH OF ST. MARY REDCLIFFE, BRISTOL. 
Amoncst the parish churches of England, the beautiful edifice 
of St. Mary Redcliffe, Bristol, of which we give a south-west View, 
stands almost unrivalled. In the ‘‘Guide to Redcliffe Church” we 
find that the present church was begun by Sir Simon de Burton; in 
the year 1292. The body of the church, from the transepts down- 
bo was not finished till 1377, by William Canyges, sen. ; and, 
according to some ancient MSS., “in 1445, at St. Paul’s-tide, was very 
tempestuous weather, by which Redcliffe steeple was overthrown 
in a thunderclap, doing great harm to the church by the fall thereof ; 
but by the good devotion of Mr. Wm. Canynges it was re-edified 
to his everlasting praise.” The spire has, however, never been re- 

laced, and time made sad ravages in the good work of Masters 
imon de Burton and Canynges; still we rejoice to see that a 
similar spirit seems to prevail with the Bristc] men of the present 
day, and with a worthy zeal they are oy poe Aes preserve this 
elegant and tasteful pile. A sum of £12,000 has been expended in 








the work of preservation, under the direction of Mr. George Godwin, 
F.R.S., and it is sapposed that twice that sum will be required to 
complete the restoration of the church. Ia the south-west view 
the south porch may be indistinctly seen through the trees. The 
restoration of this portion of the fabric has been accomplished by a 
“commercial society,” consisting principally of commercial tra- 
vellers, who have obtained a large number of small subscriptions 
for this purpose, and it will be a lasting monument of the good taste 
and liberality of that body. 

The north porch of this church is considered one of the finest 
specimens of architectural beautyin Europe. The late John Britton 
said it was unique.

Tus work of art, of which we present an Engraving, has been 
designed by Mr. M. Digby Wyatt, the architect, under whose super- 
intendence it is now in progress of erection, to commemorate the 
officers and sappers of the Corps of Royal Engineers who fell in the 
Russian war. The funds from which its cost will be defrayed have

In order to give effect 


every inch of the lofty scaffoldi used in the building of the 
memorial was covered with flags, while from four lofty poles were 
displayed the colours of England, France, Sardinia, and Turkey, the 
nations which fought together in the Crimea. Above the scaffold 
was placed the word ‘‘ Crimea” in branches of laurel. On each side 
of the stone were galleries for the accommodation of ladies, the 
general public, among whom the gay uniforms of nearly two hundred 
officers were conspicuous, being admitted in the space round the stone. 
The approaches were lined on each side by the troops of the Royal and 
Indian Engineers. On his Royal Highness reaching the barracks he was 
received with a general salute, the band playing the National Anthem. 
The ceremony commenced by the Rev. Mr. Green, senior Chaplain 
of the garrison, offering up an appropriate prayer ; after which Mr. 
D. Wyatt presented his Royal Highness with a corey view of 
the proposed memorial, together with the plans, which the Duke of 
Cambridge spent some time in inspecting. A silver trowel was then 
handed to his Royal Higness, with which he spread the mortar, after 
which the stone, which was decorated with laurel, was lowered to its 
“ Sleepers, awake!" from 
Mendelssohn's ‘‘St. Paul.” After the stone had been lowered his 
Royal Highness examined it with the square, and then struck it 
with the mallet, after which he said, ‘‘ I declare this stone to be well 
and duly laid,” a fact which was immediately announced by a second

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MR. ALEXANDER RUSSEL. 


A FEw weeks ago our Journal contained a brief 
account of a presentation of plate, with 1600 
sovereigus, to Mr. Russel, editor of the 
Scotsman; and we have now great pleasure 
in giving a Portrait of this deserving and 
unusually fortunate member of the Fourth 
Estate. 

Mr. Russel was born in Edinb on -the 
10th of December, 1814, and was educated in 
his vative city. His calling was originally 
intended to have been that of a printer ; but as 
he approached manhood he changed his views 
and, after contributing to Tait’s Magazine and 
other periodicals of the day, he became, in 
1839, the editor of the Berwick Advertuer. 
Having occupied that am? for three 
years, he took charge of the Fife Herald, 
which he continued to be till 1844, when he 
started a Liberal Peper in Kilmarnock. In 
the beginning of , however, Mr. Russel 
became connected with the Scotsman as assist- 
ant to Mr. Maclaren, then editor of that 
Journal. Mr. Maclaren, finding his place so 
well supplied, and after a long and_ successful 
career as an editor, resigned, and Mr. Russel 
was chosen as his successor. Besides his able 
conduct of the Scotsman Mr. Russel has con- 
tributed valuable articles to the Edinburgh 
Review, the Quarterly Review, the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, Blackwood’s Magazine, and 
other publications.

EXPERIMENTS WITH WHITWORTH’S 
RIFLED CANNON AT SOUTHPORT 


So much has been said and written upon the 
astonishing results obtained from Mr. Whit- 
worth’s cannon in his late experiments that it 
will be unnecessary to do more than give a 
general account of what took place at South- 
port. Mr, Whitworth’s experiments were made 
on the seashore between Southport and Liver- 
pool. By the pe gong of the Admiralty he 
availed himself of some six or seven miles of 
flat seashore, ay adapted for testing 
the range of his guns, but not equally anited 
for target practice at long distances. ‘I'he 
targets placed on the flat shore cannot be dis- 
tinguished so as to enable them to be sighted 
at the great ranges to which the Whitworth 
cannon throws its shot. An eminence similar 
to that from which the cannon are fired at the 
Shoeburyness range is requisite 

The experiments were made on five dificrent 
days, between the 15th and 24th ult. South- 
port, which is one of the most frequented of 
the Lancashire watering-places, roused itself 
from its winter lethargy to witness the success 
of the t Lancashire engineer and artillery- 
man. Crowds of visitors streamed along the 
flat shores, or climbed the sandy hillocks which 
fringe the low coast and form a natura) dyke 
against the incursions of the sea.

He, on one occasion, 
succeeded in throwing a 32ib. shot five miles and 330 yards, a range 
which neither he himself nor any one else exceeded until it was far 
surpassed by Mr. Whitworth. 

It has since been said that precision, rather than range, was 
chiefly aimed at by Sir William Armstrong. It would seem likely, 
however, that the gun that was able to give its shot the best im- 
— for flight ond also zive it the truest impetus for precision. 

he statement, however, had the hich authority of Mr. Sidney 
Herbert, who supported it in the House of Commons by os what 
must betaken te be the best results in precision obtained by Sir W. Arm- 
strong. Out of forty shots fired with the Armstrong 12-pounder, 
Mr. Herbert gave the results of 15, fired respectively at elevations 
of 7, 8, and9 degrees. And here we may contrast this mode, so often 
adopted in recording artillery practice, of giving the results of 
selected shots, with that ado in recording the experiments at 
Southport. The exact result of every shot fired there has been 
published, without any suppression or allowance for trial or wild 
shots, and without - selection of a favourable percentage of the 
hits made. This enables any one acquainted with the subject, 
even though not present at the experiments, to deduce correct 
conclusions from them. But to return to the account of the Arm- 
strong 12-pounder, which it will be interesting to compare with 
the Whitworth 12-pounder, as to precision of fire as well as range. 
We quote Mr. Herbert's speech made in the House on Friday, 
Feb. 17 :—‘‘ The last gun made by Sir William Armstrong, and sent 
to be tried, was a 12-pounder. At 7 degrees of elevation, in five 
rounds, the range was from 2465 to 2495 yards, the difference in the 
range being 65 yards, and the test differencein width three yards.” 
With these may be compared the practice with a Whitworth of the 
same calibre (12 pounder), fired at the same elevation (7 deg.), on 
Feb. 21, as appears from the table below. The range was from 
3078 yards to fo7 ards, the difference in range being 29 yards, the 
greatest difference in width, 1 2-3rds yard. 

The range of the Whitworth at 7 deg. (3107 yards) exceeded the 
Armstrong at 7 deg. range (2495 yards) by 712 yards; it, in fact, 
exceeded the range obtained by the latter gun at 8 deg., and even 
% deg., and was therefore not fixed at 8 deg. or 9 deg. 

The shooting of the Whitworth 80-pounder at 7 dey. appears to 
have been still more accurate: the range attained was about two 
miles, and three out of four shots fell in an area of sixteeen yards 
long, by one foot wide. This comparison at 7 deg. is sufficient to 
show that in precision, as well as in range, the Whitworth has proved 
itself the superior gun. 

Objections have been made to the Whitworth cannon on the score 
that ts does not fire shell; but if, as Mr. Whitworth states, it is 
adapted for solid shot, and still better for shell, and hollow shot 
filled with molten iron, the objection is without foundation. Ho also 
states that his guns are actua!ly stronger than they are practically 
required to be, and may be fired, as mortars, at any elevation, and 
with the largest charge of powder that they can consume. This 
was strikingly illustrated by the practice of the 3-pounder at South- 
p ort, when it was, with its carriage, elevated on a platform and fired 
like a mortar at 35 deg. without injuring itin any way. This must 
be ascribed to the fact that the recoil in guns firing the mechani- 
cally-fitting projectiles from the polygonal bore is reduced to its 
minimum. The projectile is easily started, and, in familiar terms, 
soon acquires way when it is propelled through the smooth, well- 
lub-icated tube, aud, as provision is made for keeping it as it issues 
perfectly concentric with the bore, it is propelled under the condi- 
tions most favourable as to range and precision, and also as to recoil. 
The bore, as is well known, is a spiral hexagonal in section, the 
corners being rounded off. The pitch of the rifling, or the turn, is 
a rapid one. 

Tue 3-pounder is 70 inches long, and, with a bore of 1} inch, has 
one turn in 49 inches, and weighs only 208lb. The 12-pounder, 
with a bore of 3°2 inches, has one turn in 60 inches. The 80-pounder, 
with a bore of 5-4 inches, has one turn in 100 inches. he quick 
turn and reduced bore are recognised as being the special features 
in the Whitworth system, both for rifled cannon and the rifled 
musket. 

All the cannon fired at Southport are breech-loaders. The breech 
end of the gun is closed when charged by a cap, screwed on some- 
thing like a magnified top of a pencil-case, except that, being of 
larger proportions, it is turned by a handle. The cap is not detached, 
but works in a hoop, which is connected by a hinge-joint to the 
breech of the gun. 

The method of charging and working the gun is as follows: 
Two or three turvs of the handle unscrew the breech-cap, 
which is received and supported in a hoop, and is then swung bac 
or rather on one side, like an opened door, leaving the breech enc 
of the gun exposed. ‘The projectile is then pushed in, and behind it 
is inserted a tin cartridge-case, containing the powder, and shaped 
hexagonally to fit the rifled bore. The powder is kept in the car- 
tridge-case by a wad or hexagonal cake of lubricating material, such 
as a mixture of wax andtallow. In the rear end of the tin caseis a 
small orifice corresponding with the vent, which is made in the 
centre of the er ty “Phe tin cartridge-case being inserted, the 
hinged hoop carrying the breech-cap is swung to in door fashion, 
and by turning the handle it is screwed firmly on the rear of the 
gun. An ordinary friction fusee is then inserted in the vent, made, 
as stated, in the centre of the breech-cap, and the piece is dis- 
charged geverally in less than a minute from the time of beginning 
to load, and that without any attempt at hurry. When the piece is 
discharged there is no escape of gases from the breech ; and when it 
is unscrewed and swung aside the end of the tin cartridge-case is 
seized by hand, or by a suitable gripping instrument, and is with- 
drawn from the gun. ‘The case thus brings away with it all the 
fouling deposits ; and, as the barrel is completely lubricated by the 
lubricating wad, no sponging nor cleansing by water is required ; in 
fact, the shots, as they issue, clean the

If three out of the four shots be taken, the grea‘est difference in 
range is sixteen yards, while the greatest difference in width is only 
one foot! Calculating the mean of deviati non the Hythe system, it 
is only four inches, a precision about equal to that of the Whitworth 
rifle musket when shot under most favourable conditions at one- 
seventh of the range of the cannon—that is, at 500 yards. Stating the 
result in another way, three out of four of the shots would have struck 
in an area sixteen yards long, aud only one foot wide, at a range of 
about two miles, and would have gone through a target not a yard 
high and only one foot wide ! 


THE ULTIMATUM OF FRANCE TO SARDINIA, 


The Moniteur of Saturday last contained a message from M. Thouvenel, 
dated Feb, 24, addressed to Baron Talleyrand, the French Ambassador at 
Turin. 
The Minister states the grave situation which has been created by the 
late events, and explains the dangers which would be incurred by Piedmont 
in over-extending her territory. M. Thouvenel says :—The idea of annexa- 
tion to Piedmont is rather a protest against another great Power than a 
deliberate attraction towards Sardinia. If this feeling did not ap from 
the beginning it would not delay to show itself in the emergencies which 
wisdom counsels Sardinia to contest. People would not delay to reproach 
her ionately for Me ty | the cause for which she had been aggran- 
dised and armed, and she would be op to two emergencies, both 
equally disastrous—war and revolution. . Thouvenel proposes a solution 
having some chances of being accepted by Europe, and preserving to Sar- 
dinia the full exercise of the influence which she has a right to enjoy in the 
peninsula. That combination would be complete annexation of Parma 
aud Modena to Sardinia ; vicarial government of the Roma; by Sa: dinia, 
in the name of the Holy See; and re-establishment of Tuscany in her 
political and territorial autonomy. M. Thouvenel maintains that the 
project of the annexation of Tuscany reveals a hidden thought of 
war against Austria for the conquest of Venetia, and an inward 
idea, not of revolution, at least of sens the tranquillity of the Po 
and the King of Naples. If the Cabinet of Turin would adhere to the 
solution France would not only eupport this combination in a 
Conferenve or Congress, but she would also proclaim that no foreign inter- 
vention shall be wed to attack it. The Cabinet of Turin is at liberty to 
follow another policy, but France would at no price consent to assume the 
r bility of such a state of things. M. Thouvenel then treats the 
question of annexation of Savoy and Nice, which, in presence of the aggran- 
ent of Sardinia, presents itself as a aphical necessity for the 
safety of our frontiers. M. Thouvenel points out that this would also pro- 
tect the interests of Switzerland, which France desires to take into con- 
sideration. He requests Baron Talleyrand to draw the attention of Count 
Cavour to this point, in declaring to him at the same time that France does 
not wish to force the will of the inhabitants, and that, besides, the Govern- 
ment of the Emperor would rot fail, when the moment should appear to 
him to have arrived, to consult previously the great Powers of Europe, in 
order to prevent false in’ tion of the reasons which direct his conduct. 
M. Thouvenel states that in a message of the same date to M. Persigny, 
French Ambassador at London, he explains the motives of the last proposal 
made by France to Sardinia. Austria having refused the proposal of 
England, the Government of the Emperor of the French was convinced 
that he could not succeed in relieving himself of his moral Kis own logt

THE FARM. 


Tue late night frosts have told sadly upon the wheat, and the sun by 
day has tended to double the mischief. Farmers live on in the hope 
that spring will come with a rusb, as they are having hard work, with 
chaff, cut clover, meal, and other devices for their sheep, to fill up 
the vacuum between rotten turnips and long delayed grass. The 
usual drying winds are also wanted, both for the soil and the condition 
of the newly-thrashed wheat. Markets have, therefore, kept sta- 
tionary, though, where small supplies have come to hand with drier 
samples, there bas been a more ready placement. As compared with 
this time last year, wheat, by last Friday week's Gazette, was 4s. 
higher ; barley, ls. 8d. ; and rye, 43. 3d.; while, on the per contra 
— we have oats 1d. less; beans, 3s. 3d. ; and peas, 4s. 8d. 

The first great shorthorn sale of the year took place at Mr. 
Crawley’s last week, and fifty-eight lots averaged £46 4s. 6d., under 
Mr. Strafford’s glass. Of this average £53 13s. must be apportioned 
to the cows and heifers, £28 to the heifer calves, and 431 to the 
bulls and bull calves, There was no very distinguishing tribe; and 
hence, although many of the lots had very telling points about them, 
the herd es a whole lacked character. It is a source of much regret 
that Mr. Crawley has given up thus early in the day, and the good 
average must have shown him that his spirit in paying at least £300a 
year for sires to the crack breeders was duly appreciated. The British 
Prince and Welcome Guest bloods were the A and B of the day, and 
well kept up the fame of Warlaby. Mr. Carr, one of the most 
devoted adherents of those well-known pastures, bought the some- 
what vulgar-headed Barmaid by the former for 100gs. ; and Mr, 
Strafford announced that he had received nearly 20 letters about her. 
With the exception of the Clementi cross (and he was by Booth's 
Cossack) she is, we believe, pure Booth; and Mr. Carr also bought 
her dam Baroness, a daughter of Baron Warlaby, for half the sum, 
Gertrude, 70gs., was another worthy daughter of British Prince, but 
not equal to her half-sister Jewess, a dark roan, and still uncer three 
years old, ir and general elegance justly entitled her 
to be the prima donna of the day.

Guest females, and he also did himself no little credit with Ortolan 
(73 gs.), who was the only really good bull at the sale, and gees to 
improve ‘‘the Essex calves.” Filagree, a five months’ heifer calf, by 
First Fruits, made 48gs.; and Sweetheart, who was barely three 
months, and a combination of British Prince and First Fruits, found, 
we belicve, a new home at re The farm buildings on the 
estate form a perfect village, and a shed for feeding some 250 sheep, 
with its contrivances for wheeling food in by a tramroad and taking 
out the manure, had scores of admiring visitors. 

Colonel Towneley’s Fidelity has had a fine bull calf by Royal 
Butterfly, and Mr. Ambler has sold his Prince Alfred, by Booth’s Lord 
of the Valley from Florence, to a gentleman near Chipping Norton. 
The lovers of Leicesters will be sorry to hear that Mr. Sanday’s G.N., 
the third sheep among the aged rams at Warwick, and supposed to 
be one of the finest Leicesters ever exhibited, had to be killed last 
week, Mr, Sanday used him four seasons aud only showed him once, 
and considers that he never had his equal, an opinion in which severa:

THE NEW REFORM BILL. 


The bill brought in by Lord John Russell further to amend the laws re- 
lating to the representation of the people in England and Wales was issued 
last Saturday. It consists of thirty clauses and four short schedules, 

The first clause confers the right of voting in counties upon occupiers of 
houses or other buildings, separately or jointly with any land occupied 
therewith as owner or as tenant under the same lendlord, of the clear yearly 
value of not less than £10. Six months’ residence previous to the 31st of 
July is requisite for registration. 

Clause 2 evacts that the provisions now in force as to time of occupation, 
rating, claiming to be rated, payment of rates, and as to successive and 
joint occupation, in boroughe, are to be applicable, i.v/atis mutandis, to the 
county franchise. 

In clause 8 it is provided that the yearly value of premises occu 
giving a right to vote is to be £6 instead of £10. 

Clause 4 enacts that the occupation of 2 building, other than a dwelli: 
house jointly with land, is not to confer a right of voting, unless the building 
be of £5 yearly value in counties, or £3 in boroughs. 

Clause 5 sets forth that sections 24 and 25 of the Reform Act of 1832 
shall not be applicable when the right to vote in a borough is taken away 
by the previous section. Those two sections disentitle the persons men- 
tioned in them from voting for a knight of the shire, in respect of their 
estates, or holdings, or occupation, as described in the former Act 

Clause 6 repeals the enactments requiring payment of asseseed taxes by 
occupiers previous to registration. 

Clauses 7 to 18 refer to the schedules taking away one member froin e'ch 
of twenty-five places now returning two, and distributing these members to 
other boroughs and ccunties. 

Clause 14 recounts the qualification of electors for the member allotted 
to Londen”University. All Masters of Arts, Bachelors of Laws, Doctors of 
Laws, Bachelors of Medicine of the University, and Bachelors of Arts of 
three years’ standing are to be entitled to vote. 

The remaining clauses, to the number of sixteen, refer to the detuils 
arrangements respecting the taking of votes, &c.

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DESECRATION OF THE CuURCH OF THE Hoty Seputcure.—A 
letter from Jerusalem complains that this church frequently resemble» a 
public street, as people go to and fro, talk aloud, and sometimes quarrel ;

France anD Savoy.—The ety correspondence on the 
subject of Savoy was laid before Parliament yesterday week. The first 
document is from Captain Harris, our Envoy in Switzerland, dated July 1, 
1859. Ina letter dated February 18, 1860, addressed by Lord John Russell 
to Earl Cowley, with the answer of her Majesty's Government to a cespat: h 
of the 5th from M. Thouvenel, his Lordship thus unequivocally expresses 
himself on the subject :—‘‘ Although the project of the annexation of Savoy 
to France has been sometimes mentioned to your Excellency, yet it was in 
contradiction to the language of the lamations of the Emperor of the 
French before and during the war in Italy, and that it is only very lately 
this annexation has appeared in the light of a probable arrangement. It 1s 
only of late, therefore, that it has been thought neceesary by her Majesty's 
Government to state their serious objections to the projeet of transferring 
Savoy and Nice to France. Her Majesty’s Government cannot conceive 
that the security of France, a country so rich, so populous, and so military, 
possessing 36,000,000 of ts, without counting her colonies, can be 
endangered by the existence, on the other side of the Alps, of a State of 
11,000,000 of people, lately joined by a cement not yet dry, threatened, 
on the side of Loaabardy, by Austria, and not very certain of its own 





independence.” 
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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Ir has been matter of observation before, but the last few days have 
confirmed a notion which has been entertained by the regular lookers- 
on, that there has been a great deal of admirable Parliamentary 
speaking this Session. In most recont instances the inspiration has 
been caught from the subject of the annexation of Savoy to France, 
on which there have been three brief debates in the last ten days, in 
which almost the same speakers have taken part. In the 
second of these discussions the matter was going quietly enough, 
when Mr. Bright, who seems, not unnaturally, painfully impatient 
of anything which at this moment is calculated to give a pretext for 
offence to the Emperor of the French, interposed, and, truth to say, 
did make an insinuation and deliver himself of a sneer (which he 
seldom loses an opportunity of doing) at the landed interest which jus- 
tified the choking passion of Lord John Manners, who, in his reply, rose 
toapitch of indignation, which forced his retorts up to an eloquence of 
a mixed character, his phraseology being at once coarse and elevated. 
The occasion roused even Mr. Monckton Mil nes into a high strain of 
utterance ; and, in short, the subject seems to act like electricity, or 
rather like the match applied to a series of fireworks, upon every one 
who approaches it, except—most notable exception —Lord Palmerston, 
who sits calm, silent, and motionless, when, of all things in the world, 
foreign affairs are rattling and cracking around him, as if, in fact, he 
was not the very of that functionary who, in the mysteries of Isis 
inspired tae oracles and directed the juggling from the inner an 
stiller depths of the occult paraphernalia. Then, again, on Monday, 
how Mr. Kinglake rose into power and impressiveness when he 
rung out his protest —_ accepting the commercial treaty 
with France before the House had expressed its opinion on the 
Imperial policy with regard to Savoy, and how fast and flashing 
were the lightnings of Mr. Seymour Fitzgerald's indignant 
denunciations against the calm pegmeeeiee of England in that 
policy, by which he proved that he in him the power to sustain 
the reputation which he awakened one m:rning and found himself 
possessed of simultaneously with his accession to office. No wonder 
that such a stimulus should again work Mr. Bright into one of those 
white heats which indicate the powerful struggle that must continually 
be going on between his natural man and his paci‘ic principles. His 
was on this occasion a fine specimen of the oratory of denunciation 
under the guise of entreaty anc ” awe There was somthing comic 
in the interposition of Mr. Liddell—not that that gentleman was in 
the least jocose, but was, in fact, as angrily indignant as 
any one; but he stood between a burst from Mr. Whiteside 
on Mr. Bright which the former was actually on his legs 
to deliver, and which must have evaporated in the few moments of 
Mr. Liddell’s intervention; for when Mr. Whiteside rose again he 
appeared in the novel character of a gentle and placatory genius in 
the midst of as troubled and exciting a tongue-contest as could well 
have been. It is necessary, in a certain sense, to refer to the part 
taken by Mr. Roebuck in this discussion; and, on consideration of 
the tone adopted by him, it seoms to be the best course to pass it 
over, only saying that doubtless there was hardly one of those who 
heard him whe did not accept with eagerness his statement tkat he 
did not belong to, and therefore could not be considered as the 
representative of, any party whatever in Parliament, and perhaps, 
it may be added, in the country. 

One very noticeable circumstance connected with this particular 
debate was the line taken by Lord Palmerston. It may berecollected 
that in this Journal, and in more than one place in it, attention has 
been directed to the mode in which the Government had borre their 
recent triumphs, and it was pointed out that there was a strong 
tendency on the part both of Lord Palmerston and Mr. Gladstone to 
treat the House with something like haughtiness, and certainly with 
a want of due consideration. Now, we are happy tosay that a marked 
change has taken place in this respect. It was hardly tob» supposed 
that such an experienced Parliamentary tactician as Lord Palmerston, 
who during his present tenure of office his the advantage which he 
did not possess in his former premicrsh'p of having every departmeut 
efficiently represented iu the Hous: of Coramons, and thus is able to 

erform the duties of leidership in silent watchfulness, should not 

ave observed the growing temper of the House. In 1857-58, having 
to do everything, to stand in the van, and to meet every encounter 
in his own person, to answer every question, and to reply to every 
speech of consequence, he necessarily lost sight of those less patent 
symptoms which mirk the conliii n of the mind of the House of 
Commons, and, in the excitement of sing’e combat, he forgot the 
duties of generalship. Now his business is to see how things are 
going, ond he has stopped the course which things were taking to 
which we have alluied; “and in all others, and especially in the 
instance of his readiness to postpone Mr. Byng’s motion of approval 
of the commervial treaty the moment that he saw the House wished 
it, he has proved that he does not intend a second time to peril his 
tenure of office by want of personal management. ‘Then, too, over 
Mr. Gladstone has come a still more decided change He seems to 
have awakened to a sense of the danger to which he was anpeting 
his undoubted influence and his almost magic power over the House 
by impatience of opposition and fretfulness of demeanour, which 
had grown to a height which was really alarming Now nothing 
can be better than the mixture of firmness and deference with 
which he deals with the House. He has forgone that 
eage’ness to answer everybody who spoke, on the moment and at 
every moment, which characterised his conduct a few days since. 
Besides this, there are indications of his having seen the wisdom of 
managing—we will not say manceuvring, although that is the word 
which expresses our meaning, if it is used in the mors immediate 
and technical, and not in its lowest, senose—the details of his Budget, 
instead of driving it headlong and wholesale on like an escaped 
locomotive engine. This must be satisfactory to every one who is 
interested in matters Parliamentary, because it gives an earnest that 
there is no chance of any interruption to the Session, which might 
have happened if the Government had contrived by their shortsighted- 
ness and want of skill to irritate the House, and caused it to make a 
set upon the Ministry from a perzonal point of view. 

There can hardly be a better proof of the impression which the 
Re’o m Bill ha; made on the minds even of those whose tendencies 
or avocations are connected with Parliament than the fact 
that this present chron‘cler, an assiducus devotee in such matters, 
and who is always taking notes of the doings in the Legislature, very 
nearly forgot all about it in this a professed record of Parliamentary 
specialties. Well, the sin of omission or forgetfulness is one for 
which much precedent might have been gathered from the Thursday 
of last week about half-past four o’clock. There was hardly asign or 
a symptom or the casting of a shadow of a great coming event. In 
the first place, the lobbies were unstirred by the tumult of an ex- 
pected important debate or the deliverance of agreat Ministerial pro- 
position. Inside the House, the cards which members who attend at 
prayers place over the seats they have selected were unusually sparse 
and infrequent ; there was a quietude about the preliminary pro- 
ceedings positively unaccustomed; and, most striking and most re- 
markable of all, the Strangers’ Gallery, in all its divisions, was any- 
thing but oppressed with panting listeners and eager observers. The 
Treasury beach, before and even during the exposition of the Govern- 
ment plan, was thin ; and although, when Lord John Russell actually 
got on his legs, there was a well-filled. it was by no means what is 
to be called a crowded, House. There was not an approach 
to that cramming which is indispensable in that moderate-sized and 
somewhat inconveni nt chamber when say, five hundred members 
simultaneously exerc'se their right to be present there. Lord John 
partook of the g-neral coldness which prevailed. He began with an 
air of listlessness. and an evident desire to prepare the House for the 
absence of anything to excite the most temporary emotions, far less 
to stir the depths of alarm. Even when he introduced his ct artered 
allusions to the Consti‘ution of Great Britain, and his stereotyped 
homage to Mr. Burke, he was still unmoved ; and the only time 
when he evinced a waste was when he spoke—slight as the 
reference was—of Macaulay. It was clcar that, looking to the notice- 
paper, which contained an intimation that the Reform Bills for 
Scotland and Ireland would be introduced on the same evening, and 
remembering that Mr. Gladstone had stated his belief that heshould be 





able to get on to his Budget resolutions at a reasonable hour on the 
same evening, a fair judgment of the extent of the measures to be 
po and of the length of time they would occupy, was easily 
ormed beforehand. Accordingly Lord John spoke for just an hour, 
Mr. Cardwell and the Lord Advocate occupied a quarter of an hour 
and ten minutes respectively, and after the discussion which the 
Irish and Scotch measures elicited, and in which the Scotch members 
were for once more troublesome and pertinacious than gentlemen 
from Ireland, a very thin House at nine o’clock had of the 
Ministerial schemes of the Government, and subsided into the 
consideration of almonds, sweet and bitter, the butter, cheese, and 
nux vomica of the tariff.

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NEW MAIL-PACKETS 
BETWEEN HOLY- 
HEAD AND DUBLIN.

of anew class of steamers 
intended to the 
mail between Dublin and 
Holyhead, was launched 
from the shipbuilding 
ard of Messrs. John 
Yaird and Sons, of 
Birkenhead, in the pre- 
sence of a numerous 
attendance of ladies and gentlemen. She was ‘‘named” by the 
Marchioness of Chandos, who at the same time launched the vessel 
by cutting a silk cord which communicated with the machinery em- 
ployed to knock away the dogshores. The motion of the vessel, 
which at first was slow, idly increased till she darted with the 
rapidity of an arrow into the ersey. Yet, in spite of the great 
way on the vessel, and the strength of the tide, two light Trotman 
anchors brought her up within about her own length from the 
shore. Her appearance in the water, as will be seen by our 
Engra’ , is as light and beautiful as can well be conceived ; and 
it is confidently anticipated that she will run at an average rate of 
twenty miles an hour. The dimensions of the Ulster are :—Le 
over all, 350 feet; depth of hold, 20 feet; width, 35 feet. er 
draught of water at load-line will be from twelve to thirteen feet ; 
her tonnage is about 200 tons; and her nominal horse power is 700. 
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She is divided into ten water-tight compartments, and the passenger 
accommodation is superb. There are two other steamers—the 
Munster and the Connaught—in course of construction by Messrs. 
Laird for the same line; and another, the Leinster, has been con- 
structed by Messrs. Samuda Brothers at Blackwall, The latter 
vessel was successfully launched on Tuesday, and seems likely to 
realise the high expectations which are entertained of the seagoing 
performances of these boats.

No. 1.—BURGUNDY. 
Tue Budget of Mr. Gladstone—most memorable of Budgets since 
the Repeal of the Corn Laws—being safe at last from the onslaughts 
of all its foes and the undermining manceuvres of many who call 
themselves its friends, the attention of the public may with advan- 
tage be more particularly directed to that portion of it which deals 
with the duties on French wines. We observe that the “ brown-stout” 
interest and the “‘gin-spinners’”’ interest are clamouring lustily from 
their own peculiar barrel-organ against the immorality of Mr. Glad- 
stone in epening what they call the “‘ floodgates of intemperance” in 
this eminently sober land. They predict woes innumerable as 
certain to result from the change of system, which, thanks to Mr. 
Gladstone, will allow the confectioner and the coffee-shop keeper to 
sell claret and burgundy by the glass to the thirsty souls who may 
object to beer drugged with quassia and nux vomica, or the worse 
compound that masquerades in the rural name of ‘‘cream ‘of the 
valley.’ Their pretended zeal in the cause oftem perance is as new- 
born as it is false. They do not, or, at all events, never did until 
now, when their monopoly is threatened, object to any amount of 
indoor intemperance that sprung from unwise indulgence in beer or 
gin, loaded port, or fiery sherry, or any other unwholesome 
compound which they retailed at large profit. Only when the 
trade is to be thrown open do they make the discovery that 
they are the inveterate enemies of drunkenness—a discovery that 
must have come upon them with as much unexpectedness as that 
witn which the worthy citizen in Molitre’s comedy was made awaro 
of the fact that he had all his life been talking prose. We might 
well ask such foes of the Budget and of free trade in drink how it 
happens that in France, where wine is so abundant, so cheap, and 
so wholesome, and where the very poorest classes consider it their 
common drink, that drunkenness is so much rarer than it is in 
England and Scotland! The people of France and Italy are pre- 
eminently sober, as, indeed, the people of every country are found 
to be where wine is looked upon as a prime necessity, and not as a 
luxury of life. The increase of drunkenness in England may be 
aid to date from the Methuen Treaty in 1703, and the con- 
sequent banishment of the light wines of France from the tables of 
the citizen and the gentleman, to make way for the heavier and more 
intoxicatirg beverages of Spain and Portugal. To Frenchmen sherry 
rt appear so strong and fiery that if they partake of them at

all thes drink them after dinner, out of liqueur-glasses, as they do 
ecuragos, cognac, chartreuse, or maraschino. In England, in the days 
of William and Mary and Queen Anne, even up to those of 
George L, the very strongest wine that an Englishman could be 


prevailed upon to drink, or that he could easily procure, was 
burgundy. Claret and burgundy—between which two few people 
in Eugland not belonging to the patrician and the travelling classes 
know the difference at the present day —were the favourite beve- 
ragos cf the English gentleman and convivialist, as may be seen in 
istant allusions to those wines in the current literature and 
of the period. Take, for instance, the old and well-known 
y, ‘Dr. Pope’s Wish,” in which the author muses on the enjoy- 
nt that he hopes to experience at the close of life—the warm,

‘‘Cato’s advice” in a song, popular when Alexander Pope wasa 
boy, was, that care should be drowned “in an ocean of clarot;” 
whilst another songster of the same era duclared that, 
Of all the brisk juice 
The gods can produce, 
rood claret was to be preferred before them all. Burgundy, and 
‘s superior strength and flavour, inspired a better bard to sing— 
Hail, burgundy ! thou juice divine, 
Inspirer of my song, 
The praises given to other wine 
0 thee alone belong 
OF poignant wit and rosy charms 
Thou cans’t the power improve 
Care of its sting thy balm disarms, 
Thou noblest gift of Jove. 
Tho well-known Irish song of ‘“‘ Baron Dawson” is equally em- 
phatic :— 
Yo good fellows all, 
Who love to be told where there’s claret in store, 
Attend to the call 
Of one who's ne'er frighted, 
But highly delighted, 
With six bottles more ! 

And it was not after, but before, Mr. Methuen had done both 
Yrance and Great Britain the ill turn of making port the national 
drink instead of burgundy, that a poet thus sung of the Court of 
Queen Anne :— 

King Louis he is a goodnatured man, 
Which nobody can deny, 
Since he sends such very good wine to Queen Anne, 
Lest her Majesty should be dry, 
Lest her Majesty should be dry ; 
And her servants, too, I suppose ; 
here's a good reason for it; for why— 
Only look at the Treasurer's nose. 

If enough had not been cited in these extracts to prove the popu- 
larity of French wines in England at the pre-Methuen period of 
British drinking habits, whole pages might be filled with similar 
passages from the light literature of the day, in prose as well as in 
verse. Bat these will suffice for the purpose, and, if we add another 
from the pen of John Home, the author of the tragedy of “ Douglas,” 
it is not simply to prove the popularity of the old, but the unpopu- 
larity of the new, drink, that was introduced by the almost prohi- 
bitory duty upon French wines, and the fiscal favour accorded to 
those of Portugal and Spain :— 

Firm and erect the Caledonian stood ; 

His food was mutton, and his claret good. 

Let him drink port, the British statesman cried— 
He drank the poison, and his spirit died! 

Mr. Gladstone’s Budget will help to undo the evil done by the 
Methuen Treaty, and, by enabling the British workman, as well as 
the middle and upper classes, to drink of the wine that cheers but does 
not easily inebriate, it will not only be the means of introducing whole- 

me liquor, but of removing the international jealousies that the 
unwise commercial legislation of our forefathers did so much to 
foster. Who knows what costly wara might never have been under- 
taken, and what bloody battles might never have been fought, if 
Eoglishmen had drunk French wines and Frenchmen worn English 
woollens and calicos during the whole of the last century? Millions 
of treasure, and hundreds of thousands of lives, might perhaps have 
been saved to both nations ; and not only this, but the face of Europe 
migut have worn a very different political aspect from that which it 


now presents, and thegerm of many a future convulsion might have 
been crushed for ever. 

Until the popular taste, so long vulgarised by heavy drinks, shall 
have been re-educated to the full enjoyment of the lighter 
species of clarets, and to the very excellent vin ordinaire which 
the Frenchman drinks at his breakfast as well as at his 
dinner, the wines of Burgundy, almost unknown to the pre- 
sent generation, may put in a strong claim to the favour of those 
who prefer strength combined with delicacy, and who wish to drop 
off by degrees from their allegiance to port. ‘‘ Burgundy,” as M. 
Auguste Luchet says in his excellent letters upon the vintage of the 
Cote d'Or, published in Paris in 1857, “is the first of red wines, 
whoever may say to the contrary. Burgundy, like truth, has had its 
detractors, and, like genius and beauty, it has been calumniated ;” 
but no one in France denies its excellence, except the wine-grower 
of Medoc, who insist upon the superiority of claret. But our pre- 
sent purpose is with burgundy, a stronger wine than claret—a wine 
requiring more care in its treatment, and supposed to be more liable 
to deterioration from travelling, and especially from a sea voyage, than 
the hardier wines of Bordeaux, but a wine that well repays every 
attention shown it by the wine-merchant and the butler, and several 
varieties of which are quite as capable of transport to the remotest 
ends of the earth, without damage to its quality in any degree what- 
ever, as the soundest wines of any country in the world. And this 
bounty of nature is so plentiful in and so li:tle known out of France 
that seasons often occur when neither barrels nor bottles are to be 
procured to put it in, and when it becomes a positive drug in the 
poorest households. The following is a list of red Burgundy wines, 
taken from the carte of the well-known Café Verrey in the Palais

Nor are the white burgundies a whit better known in this country 
than their red competitors. What Englishman, except the “ upper 
ten thousand,” who travel ar have resided on the Continent, ever 
heard of the white wines in this list, chablis perhaps excepted /— 
ered Meursault Saint-Perray, dry Codte-Rotie Ermitage- 
Chablis Mont-Rachet Saint-Perray,sparkling Ermitage Paille 
Among the red wines in the first list—the first nine, all of 
excellent quality, sound, and capable of transport, might be delivered 
at the port of London at as smalla charge as in the banlieue of Paris, 
and retailed to the British consumer at one-and-sixpence a bottle. 
Pomard, volnay, and nuits—wines fit for tho table of an epicure, but 
unknown to most of our London clubs and taverns, or, if known at the 
latter, retailed at half a guinea or twelve shillings a bottle—might be 
delivered to the English consumer at his own house for thirty shillings 
adozen. Such wines as the last in the list—clos vougeot, romanée, 
chambertin, corton, and richebourg—will never be cheap. Noteven 
free trade will succeed in placing them upon the tables of the people 
or the shops of the confectioner. They are the growth of small 
vintages of great renown and excellence—highly esteemed at tho 
tables of kings, emperors, and millionaires—-and from their rarity can 
never be brought within the reach of the general consumer. They 
are essentially wines of luxury, and will always command high prices. 
The country that produces the best burgundy wines commences at 
the ancient and picturesque city of Dijon, formerly the capital of the 
Dukes of Butgundy, powerful rivals of the Kings of France, and as 
renowned as they in medieval story. It stretches thence along the 
te d’Or, or Golden jHill, as far as Santenay; and the whole 
**vignoble,” or land under grape cultivation, comprises about 26,500 
hectares, of which only about 2500 hectares are productive of the 
highest class of wine, st.ch as romanée, clos-vougeot, and cham- 
bertin. This rich and luxuriant district is well named. The value 
of its vineyards was well known to the Romans, as is proved bya 
decree of the Emperor Domitian. Charlemagne took the Cdte d'Or 
under his especial protection, and issued many ordonnances for the 
preservation of the purity of its vintage. The Church launched the 
thunders of its anathemas against the disloyal vintagers, who planted 
an inferior grape called the ‘‘gamay” instead of the “ pinot,” 
a grape that yields a smaller amount of juice, but is, in every other 
respect of flavour, quality, and delicacy, infinitely superior. Such 
planters and wine-makers were denied absolution and all the sacra- 
ments of the Church. From the days of Charlemagne downwards 
the reputation of the vineyards of Burgundy was coextensive with 
the civilisation of Europe, and great care and pains were taken by 
all interested, from the Emperor or King down to the vintager and 
labourer, to keep it unimpaired, and to transmit it to posterity as 
one of the best sources of the wealth of the country. In the year 
1731 Jean de Bussitres, Abbot of Citeaux, sent thirty hogsheads 
of choice burgundy from Clos-Vougeot as a present to Pops 
Gregory XVI. The Pope, to show his gratitude for a gift so accept- 
able, made the Abbot a Cardinal. 
The great Napoleon, who knew many things besides the art of 
war, knew among others the worth of burgundy wine, and never 
travelled or undertook the perils of a campaign without a few cases 
of it. This, according to M. Luchet, was one of the main reasons 
why the city of Bordeaux, jealous of the reputation of claret, de- 
clared itself strongly against him in 1814, and ranged itself on the 
side of the Bourbons. 
The French peasant of the present day, though “‘ he eat but little 
meat,” for meat is dear, can provide himself with very excellent 
burgundy at six sous, or threepence English, per bottle. One of the 
popular songs of Dijon and the Céte d’Or thus tells his love for it, 
and fixes the price :— 
Joyeaux enfant de la Bourgogne 
e n'ai jamais eu de guignon, 
Et quand je vois rougir ma trogne 
Je suis fier d’étre Bourguignon. 
Le vin A six sous 
Fait mon bonheur et mon regal ; 
Le vin A six sous 
Est stomachique et pectoral 
Cela tape sur la téte, 
Cela vous rend pompette, 


C’est dans le prix doux 
J'adore le vin A six sous.

Southwell inherited the family honours at the decease of his father 
on the 15th of February, 1796, and was created a Knight of St. Patrick in 
1837. His Lordship died on the 29th ultimo, and, as he leaves no male 
issue, he is succeeded by his nephew, Thomas Arthur Joseph, now fourth 
Viscount Southwell, who is the eldest son of the Viscount’s second brother, 
the late Lieut.-Colonel the Hon. Arthur Southwell, by his wife, Mary Anne 
Agnes, daughter of the late Thomas Dillon, Esq., of Mount Dillon, in the 
county of Dublin. The present Viscount Southwell was “orn on the 6th of 
April, 1836. This old Roman Catholic family of Southwell, originally 
Sewel, or Suthwell, of which the Viscounts Southwell are the representa- 
tives, and of which a branch inherited the barony of De Clifford, is of great 
antiquity in the county of Nottingham. From that county the family 
diverged into Essex and Suffolk, and removed to Ireland tempore James L., 
who gave to Sir Richard Southwell his Royal license to —_ forty taverns 
in the city of Limerick, and to sell, during his life, wine and spirit there. 
The nephew and heir of the donee of this strange t was Sir Thomas 
Southwell, the first Baronet, who was so created on the 4th of August, 1662. 
His son was made a Baron on the 4th of September, 1717, and his great- 
grandson a Viscount on the 18th of July, 1776. Tnis first Viscount was 
grandfather of the r just dead, who, it may be mentioned, was brother- 
in-law of another Catholic nobleman recently deceased, Jenico, twelfth 
Viscount Gormanston, who was husband of Lord Southwell’s sister Margaret, 
late Viscountess Gormanston, and who died on the 10th ultimo, and a notice 
was given of him in this Journal. 


SIR J. B. MILL, BART. 

Tue Rev. Sir John Barker Mill, Bart., of Mottisfont, Hants, M.A., was the 

only son of John Barker, Esq., of Wareham, 
Dorset, by his wife, the only daughter of the 
Rev. Sir Charles Mill, Bart., LL.B., and was the 
nephew of Sir Charles Mill, Bart , who died with- 
out issue in 1836, when his baronetcy became 
extinct, but his property devolv on his 
nephew.

THOMAS DE GRENIER DE FONBLANQUE, K.H. 

Tus gentleman was a member of the Fonblanque family, so well and 
honourably known in law and in literature. He was son of the late John 
Fonblanque, Esq , the eminent equity lawyer, writer, and advocate, and was 
brother of Mr. Commissioner Fonblanque and of Albany Fonblanque, Esq., 
late editor of the Examiner, and now chief of the statistical department of 
the Board of Trade. Mr. Thomas de Grenier de Fonblanque was early in life 
in the Army, and served eight years in Spain, Sicily, and Belgium. He 
afterwards joined the Consular service, and has been Consul in France, 
Prussia, and the United States. He obtained the third class of the 
Guelphic Order in 1821. He was appointed Consul-General for Servia the 
26th of August, 1841, and he retained that post till his death, which 
occurred in Servia on the 11th ult , and which was no doubt accelerated, if 
not caused, by the severe onslaught made upon him some time ago by 
some Turkish soldiers. Mr. de Fonblanque, who was sixty-seven when he 
died, was married, and leaves a family. 


CAPTAIN BLAKISTON HOUSTON. 

Captaris Thomas Blakiston Houston, of the 4th or King’s Own Regiment, 
whose lamented death occurred at Nice on the 16th ult., aged twenty-seven, 
was the second son of Richard Bayly Blakiston Houston, Esq., of Orange- 
field and Roddens House, both in the county of Devon, by his wife, Mary 
Isabella, daughter of John Holmes Houston, Esq., and was grandson of the 
late Sir Matthew Blakiston, Bart., and nephew of Sir Matthew Blakiston, 
the present Baronet. Captain Blakiston Houston was a very gallant yoang 
officer. He was Adjutant of the 54th Regiment on the memorable occasion 
of the burning of the Sarah Sands at sea, when that regiment so signally 
displayed its courage and discipline. Captain Blakiston Houston’s conduct 
on the occasion was so conspicuous that he received a step of rank in conse- 
quence. Captain Houston’s name was originally Blakiston only, but some 
years ago his father adopted the additional surname of Houston, that of his 
late father-in-law, by Royal license. 





CAPTAIN NEWPORT. 
Captain Simon George Newport, 79th Highlanders, who died on the 5th of 
December last, at Dum Dum, near Calcutta, after fourteen days’ illness of 
a severe attack of dysentery, was the eldest son of Captain Newport, of 
Waterford. He was at the time of his demise in the thirty-sixth year of 
his age, and had been cighteen years in the service. He was wounded by 
grapeshot when carrying the colours of his regiment (the 89th) at the battle 
of Maharajpore, when under command of General Lord Gough. Subse- 
quently he served in the Crimea, and was actively engaged in the trenches 
at the siege of Sebastopol. His remains were conveyed to the cemetery at 
Dum Dum with military honours, all the officers of the garrison attending. 
He had the bronze star for the battle of Maharajpore, the Turkish meda 
and the Crimean medal, presented to him by her Majesty. Captain 
Thackwell (38th), son of the late General Sir Joseph Thack well, G.C.B., who 
never left him in his last illness, has given directions that a monument be 
placed over his grave as a tribute to his memory.

CROMLECH AT TONGA- 
TABOO, 


Tse extraordinary and colossal 
structure represented in the 
accompan Engraving 
y meee oe ge years ago by 
the late Mr. Philip Hervey, of 
Sydney, and a drawing made 
by him has been forwaried to 
us for publication yy his ne»hew, 
Mr. eth R. H. Mackenzie, 
who communicates the following 
particulars on the subject :— 
This cromlech structure is si- 
tuated on the south-east coast of 
the island of Tonga-Taboo, the 


epee of that group of the 
endl 


Islands known as the 
Tonga 


lands, the other uu 
being called the F: ejee fiands 
and i ’ Islands, 
island of Tonga-Taboo itself is 
situated in lat. 20° 40 8S., long. 
175° 40’ W. The cromlech stands alone on a remote coral-bound 
of the island, without any other monument or ruin nearer it 
the cyclopean tombs of Tui-Tongas, which are drawn in 
“*Cook’s Voyages” as standing on a clear plain, but since his 
time have become surrounded by a dense jungle, and are only to 
be reached with difficulty. 

From these tombs the cromlech is distant some eight or nine 
miles. Not having been prepared to expect anything of the kind in 
aramble, Mr. Hervey was unprovided with the means of making 
an exact measurement, but the following dimensions he stated to 
be not far from the truth Upper transverse stone, 24 feet 

ong by rather more than 4 feet 
deep ; uprights, 16 feet high on 
a depth of 8 feet to 9 feet 6 inches 
from front to back. The material 
is the coral rock or coral reef 
of the neighbourhood, differin 
from all the other structures o 
the island, which are formed of 
stone brought from Wallis’s 
Island, an island considerably to 
the north-westward of Tonga, 
The mortice and fitting of the 
cross stone Mr. Hervey found to 
be done with as much care as the 
rough material would admit, and 
on the centre of it a small cava 
bowl is scooped out. For the 
benefit of many fond of specu- 
ne 2 the presumed scien- 
tific knowledge of the builders 
of such monuments it may be 
mentioned that. the cromlech 
does not appear to be adjusted 
to any particular point of the 
compass, 

Of the age of this remarkable 
structure it is impossible to form 
any idea or to make any. esti- 
mate; but in all probability it 
dates from a most remote an- 
tiquity. The natives, who can 
name and point out the tombs 
of thirty —— have not 
even a tradition respecting or 
connected with it, except that a 
great spirit laid down his load 
there. They shrug their shoulders 
when questioned about it, and say 
that all the men on the island 
could not put itup now. At the 
angle of the stone an immense 
tree bas grown, clasping the corner 
in its body.
